c. Monazite mining activities are shrouded in deep secrecy, and the miners 
have no idea of the real value of the mineral they are mining, 


2. At about the same time, in she Yohang Mountain area in South Kyengsang 
province, the commander of the North Korean 6 Division, which had been 
trained and organized by Chinese Communists in Manchuria, [MM O5x1x 
that the Chinese Communists would soon enter the war because the Soviet 
Union could not afferd to lose = monazite mine in North Korea which was 
essential te the Soviet atomic energy program. 
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
